LONDON, April 21. -The Morning Post 
in an editorial finds the American note 
“a most interesting experiment, inas- 
much as it is the first determined effort 
on the part of a neutral nation to deal 
with the new element in naval warfare.” 

America is trying.“ the Post confin- 
ues, “to forbid the use of the subma- 
rine in the war upon commerce. It does 
not appear, however, that the American 

defines the rules which are to reg- 
ulate submarine warfare, although the 
full text of the note may reveal such a 
definition. 
All that Germany is required to do 
at present is to abandon what, in one 
word, is the blackest piracy, on pain of 
s¢verance of diplomatic negotiations. Ex- 
actly what this phrase implies remains 
to be seen. It does not necessarily in- 
volve war, but it may lead to the forma- 
tion of a league of neutrality against 
the common enemy of humanity.” 
The Post cxpects that Germany will 
attempt to lead the Washington govern- 
ment into a controversy over details, 
and adds: 
Germany, confronted with a demand 
to relinquish her principal weapon at 
sea, will do her utmost to evade the de- 
mand and gain time. How much time 
depends on President Wilson.” 


Framed with Moderation. 
The Times says: 
“The note is framed with moderation 
and self-restraint, which become the chief 
magistrate of a great people in a grave 
and anxious time.”’

SCHOOL DRILLS 


Victor Olander Tells Educa- 
tion Trustees Unions’ 
View of Training. 


Military training in high schools and 
the noise of school bands were objected 
to yesterday by union labor leaders at a 
Meeting of the military training commit- 
tee of the board of education. A special 
session was called to hear the attitude of 
the labor people and another hearing will 
be given them next week. 

Victor Olander, secretary of the Illinois 
Federation of Labor, objectetd to the pro- 
posed course in military training, giting 
the following as his reasons: 

The plan assumes a certain physical 

fitness. 1 

It ineludes the military idea of obed- . 
fence and organization without that 
of physical strength. 

Strength and not ability to shoot is 
the principal requisite of a soldier.

U. S. AND GERMANY CANNOT 
INTERN CITIZENS FOR WAR. 


Washington, D. C., April 20.—[Special.] 
In case of a break between the United 
States and Germany Count von Bernstorff 
could and probably would retain in this 
‘country. 

At other reasonably certain event is that 
there would be neither a general emigra- 
tion of Germans who have not taken out 
their American citizenship papers nor a 
comiring of them under guard. 

This rather surprising situation is the 
result of treaty obligations with Germany 
which provide that neither country shall 
intern or expel citizens of the other until 
after nine months. 


The first step of the United States, it has 


been assumed, would be the seizure 
of enemy merchant ships in our harbors. 

Statesmen are raising already a grave 
question about the right to do this. Some 
quote a clause of the treaty and declare 
that not one of the ships, whose aggre- 
gate value is well in excess of $100,000,000, 
cah be seized, but that anything taken 
must be paid for.” 

Others say there is no specific mention 
of ships and that it must have been a 
conscious evasion in view of the fact 
that in those days merchant ships were

‘ing up the alleys back of the yards.’”’ 
She also organized the Young Bohemian 
Women and spoke to many organizations 
of Bohemian women in Chicago.

Washington, D. C., April 0.~—According 
to atithentic information reaching Wasa- 


oint note replying to the Americar pro- 
test against interferences with neutral 
trade make no attempt to dispute pria- 
cipies cc niended for by the United States, 
but insist that those prineiples have been 


| given legal interpretation and applica- 


tion by the allies in their blockade of Ger- 
many and Austria. 

This note, which will be handed to the 
state department within the next day or 
two by the British and French ambas- 
sadors, is understood to treat the whole 
subject on a purely lege! basis and to rely 
largely on the precedents laid down by the 
United States in the civil war. 

It is said the allies assume that the 
United States government does not con- 
tend that it has the right to ship goods 
without restriction into Germany or Aus- 
tria through contiguous neutral coun- 
tries, such as Holland, Sweden, and Den- 
mark. 

The concession of the right to blockade 
an enemy country, which is universally 
recognized, is regarded as necessarily 


carrying with it the right to regulate the 
admission of goods to the neutral country 
evidently destined to be transferred to the 
enemy.

Moreover, it is argued that an 


regulation of imports is the right to 


search vessels approaching the neutral 
country and that this can be done only by ;

CONSTANTINOPLE, April 20.—The 
war office announces that the position 
of the British army which is being be- 
sleged at Kut-el-Amara 18 becoming 
critical, and that the British commander 
has ordered the civil population to evac- 
uate the town on account of the scarcity 
of food.

Calle on All Warring Nations to 
End Fighting and Name Terms

The hostility of Harkin and word sent 
by Tas Trisune to the city treasurer, 
Lorimer gald, were largely responsible for 
the closing of the La Salle. In answer 
to & question by Assistant State’s Attor- 
ney Hayden N. Bell the former senator 
said he knew of no reason why Harkin 
should have been hostile to the bank. 


His Opinion of Harkin. 
“What do you think now about Har- 
kin’s action?“ Bell asked. 

“{ think now that he was hostile to 
us. Lorimer replied. “I am of the 
opinion that he came that morning with 
the deliberate purpose of closing the 


bank, without any instructions from his 
superior officer, although the state audi- 


dition. Information aiso came to me that

Mrs. H.’s Pie Crust. 

Here is a little experiment of my own 
—I am just a young housekeeper. I used 
to make pie crust by mixing one cup of 
shortening with three of flour and ane tea- 
spoon of salt. I would keep this on hand 
taking out enough for a pie when I wanted 
it and moistening with water. Later I 
found I could make just as good crust 
using one cup shortening with four ot 
flour, and finally I use a recipe that is 
only one-fifth shortening, depending for 
the same results on added skill with the 
fingers. I presume my next step im ad- 
vance will be to discard pie altogether, 
but I shall at least have the satisfaction 
of knowing that I can make a good pie
